...Three  Times  for 
Engagement

Any  Theta  who  has  attended  a 
candle-puss  or  candle- lighting 
with  her  chapter  can  remember 
feeling  i be  excitement  in  ibe  air.  won¬ 
dering  how  many  times  the  candle 
would  go  around  the  circle,  and  w  atch¬ 
ing  sisters'  faces  for  a  hint  of  who 
would  blow  it  out.  While  not  technical¬ 
ly  pun  of  Theta  ritual,  the  candle-pass 
is  the  way  most  Theta  chapters  cele¬ 
brate  and  announce  that  a  member  litis 
been  lavaHered.  pinned,  or  become 
engaged.  While  the  main  details 
remain  the  same*  many  chapters  have 
their  own  special  details  that  make  the 
ceremony  one  of  the  most  cherished  of 
college  chapter  days  —  a  special  can¬ 
dle  or  llowcr-und-cniidlc  arrangement 
a  secret  way  to  notify  the  chapter  pres¬ 
ident  (or.  in  decades  past,  l he  house 
mom  or  chaperone )  that  a  candle-pass 
is  required,  .1  significant  song  Lu  be 
sung  during  the  ceremony,  a  certain 
time  or  place  for  it  to  occur. 

Carolyn  Watson  Kruger,  Alpha/ 
DePauW,  remembers  of  the  early 
1960s: 4 'Everyone  had  to  be  in  the 
house  by  10  pm  on  wcekuights  or  I  [ 
pm  tin  weekends  ...  a  few  minutes  after 
the  housc/fadlity  was  “dosed,"  the 
housemother  would  ring  the  dinner 
hell  so  alt  would  assemble  m  the  foyer. 
It  was  important  to  have  I  Ins  candle 
ceremony  done  fairly  quickly  after  the 
house  was  closed  because  the  man's 
Iratemily  would  come  to  serenade  the 
entire  house  as  we  assembled  on  the 
serenade  porch  above  the  front  door 
really  a  special  time  for  all!" 

At  the  Beta  Chapter  at  Indiana.  Susan 
Siegert  Mougalian  remembers  that  by 
the  late  1960s,  curfew  was  done 
away  with  for  upperclassmen  on  the 
weekends.  Then  it  became  more  difficult 
to  rgct  the  job  done'  because  everyone 
wouldn't  be  available1  at  the  same  time. 
The  tradition  did  continue,  but  it  wasn’t 
regular  and  didn't  include  everyone  just 
because  of  the  circumstances.” 

The  beta  Kappa  Chapter  at  Drake  was 
adl utter  with  candle-passings  in  the 
month  of  September"  1986,  says  Mary 
Ellen  Kursenda  Kit/stmonds. "1  started  the 
triool  September  candle  passings  and 
chose  a  special  poem  to  be  read  and  pro¬ 
vided  a  decorated  candle  to  he  passed. 

My  roommate  delivered  the  poem  and 
candle  to  the  chapter  president.  After 
Monday  evening  dinner,  we  gathered  in 
the  living  room  and  framed  a  circle.  The 


president 
read  the 
poem,  lit  the 
caudle  and 
we  started 
singing  as  the 
candle  was 
passed  from 
sister  to  sis¬ 
ter.  11k-  first 
ruUtid  of  lire 
circle  passed 
and  then  a 
second  round 
started.... 

This  evening, 
the  candle 
started  die 
third  circle: 
as  it  got  clos¬ 
er.  I  felt  great 
excitement 
and  when  it 
reached  me,  I 
blew  out  die 
candle. 

slipped  my  engagement  ring  on  my  finger 
and  celebrated  with  my  sisters!  The  next 
two  Monday  night  dinners,  we  had  two 
more  cand  le  passings  for  engaged  sisters. 

1 1  was  quite  a  fun  time  for  our  chapter  and 
a  special  way  to  share  the  exiting  news 
with  all  at  once!" 

Candle -passes  took  place  even  lle 
then-dating-averse  Duke  University  in 
the  mid- 1 980s,  where,  as  one  Beta  Kbo 
alumna  reminisces.  “We  considered  it 
a  date  when  a  guy  said,  ’Stop  by  the 
fraternity  on  Tuesday.*"1 

Unlike  any  of  our  formal  rituals,  a 
candle -pass  is  an  almost  impromptu 
event;  it  also  reflects  (he  differing  cul¬ 
tures  ol  each  of  our  host  campuses  in 
ways  that  our  formal  ritual  services 
cannot.  In  some  college  communities, 
receiving  a  fraternity  in  tin’s  i  avail  ere  (a 
charm  of  his  fraternity \  Greek  letters) 
signifies  an  “exclusive  relationship," 
whereas  on  other  campuses,  it  indi¬ 
cates  the  first  step  toward  engagement 
(though  many  campus  legends  point  to 
the  "lavalicre  curse."  dooming  any 
1  aval ic red  couple  loan  imminent 
break-up).  Lavaliering  doesn't  happen 
on  many  campuses,  and  even  pinning* 
are  no  longer  in  vogue  in  many  areas. 

Candle-pusses  were  not  always  the 
way  engagements  were  celebrated  by 
Thetas.  As  late  as  1930T  a  five-pound 
box  of  chocolates  was  the  device  of 


announcement  for  many  college  chap¬ 
lets.  At  the  Eta  Chapter  ai  Michigan,  the 
box  of  chocolates  would  be  delivered  lo 
the  "chaperon"'  at  chapter  dinner,  who 
would  open  it  to  find  the  engaged  cou¬ 
ple’s  calling  cards,  thus  announcing  the 
engagement  to  the  chapter  (who  would 
then  happily  share  ihe  chocolates).  At 
the  C’lti  Chapter  at  Syracuse,  the  signifi¬ 
cant  box  of  chocolates  took  on  the  name 
“RHH"  after  ibe  exclamation  of  the  first 
Chi  member  so  honored  by  a  fiance: 
"Bless  bis  heart!"  Senior  breakfasts  (Beta 
Epsi  I  on/Oregon  State  and  Phi/S  tan  limb, 
commencement  times  [Alpha  Xi/Orcgon). 
chapter  meetings  (Lambda/Vemtom), 
ami  house  parties  (Sigma/Toronto )  were 
often  the  preferred  venue  for  surprise 
engagement  announcements.  Phi  had  an 
ongoing  joke  during  its  senior  breakfast 
amiounccments,  annually  reporting  the 
engagement  of  a  well-known  campus 
"perennial  bachelor"  (each  time  to  a  dif¬ 
ferent  Theta);  such  levity  reportedly 
ensuring  that  the  hreaki'ast  would  end 
without  sentimental  tears. 

Though  the  lavaliering,  pinning,  and 
engagement  traditions  have  changed 
through  Theta's  history  and  the  histories 
of  our  college  campuses,  there  is  perhaps 
no  oilier  occasion  that  so  touchingly 
demonstrates  lire  companionship  and 
love  of  Theta  sisters  in  celebrating  "life's 
high  pinnacles  of  hope  and  happiness.”  ♦

rawing  up,  Kelly  Corrigan 
f  _  y  received  tlie  same  gift  day 
after  day.  The  present  came 
from  her  father*  George  Corrigan,  and 
although  simple  and  unadorned*  its 
value  was  immeasurable. 

"“Whenever  I'd  say.  1  ley,  Dadd  my 
father  would  itim  and  took  at  me  with  a 
certain  expression  dial  said.  I  can't  wail 
to  hear  what  you're  going  to  say  next.’" 
recall",  Corrigan,  Epsilon  ffsi/Riehmond, 
‘1  always  knew  that  he  loved  me,  hut 
this  particular  look  also  told  me  that  he 
liked  me  and,  at  ihai  moment,  he  chose 
and  preferred  me." 

Decades  later,  his  ready  smile  and 
eager  eyes  conveyed  tin  equally  uplift¬ 
ing  message.  When  George  Corrigan’s 
daughter  was  diagnosed  whit  Stage  III 
breast  cancer  in  August  2004  at  age  .to. 
his  expression  told  Iter.  "I've  always 
known  you’re  a  very  special  girl  . ,  . 
and  you  can  do  this," 

Throughout  l he  course  of  surgery, 
chemotherapy,  radiation,  and  recovery* 
Corrigan  culled  her  lather's  words 
along  will;  enormous  outpourings  from 
family  and  friends — into  "expressions" 
that  likewise  have  lifted  thousands  of 
women.  Her  two  we h sites. 

Kcl  ly  Corrigan  .coin  and 
CircusofCnnccr.org,  link  visitors  to 
personal  journals  and  photos  that 
chronicle  her  cancer  experience,  as 
well  as  insights  on  how  to  support  a 
loved  one  through  diagnosis  and  treat¬ 
ment,  She's  also  authored  a  hook.  The 
Middle  Place,  which  was  published  in 
January  2 QOS  mid  landed  on  the  Nax- 
York  Times  bestseller  list  irk  March,

The  book's  muse,  says  Corrigan* 
was  "Big  George"  who*  months  alter 
his  daughter's  diagnosis,  learned  he 
had  I  ate -stage  bladder  cancer. 

"The  idea  that,  someday,  I  wouldn't 
he  able  to  find  my  Dad  in  this  World 
was  truly  new  to  me."  Corrigan  says,

George  Corrigan  was  an  all-American 
lacrosse  player  in  1953  and  1954  and 
has  helped  coach  the  sport  at  his 
daughter's  alma  mater.  Radnor  High 
School .  since  Iris  retirement. 

[.ike  their  father*  Con  i  gun's  brothers 
were  skilled  athletes.  And  although  the 
"lacrosse  gene"  didn't  puss  from  father 
to  daughter.  Corrigan  credits  the  sport 
with  leading  her  to  the  University  of 
Richmond — where  she  earned  a  bache¬ 


lor  o  I  science  degree  in  English  and 
Speech  Communication— and,  ulti¬ 
mately.  to  Theta. 

"[  often  traveled  to  Virginia  to  watch 
my  brothers’  matches,  and  fell  in  love 
with  that  pail  of  the  country*”  says 
Corrigan*  who  now  lives  in  Piedmont, 
Calif.,  jast  north  of  Sari  Francisco.  As 
u  sophomore,  she  also  became  u  char¬ 
ter  member  of  the  University  of 
Richmond's  Epsilon  Fsi  chapter* 
founded  in  I  L)K7r  Through  Theta,  she 
cultivated  "...  a  belief  in  the  power  of 
women  and  women's  friendships." 
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,L]  was  the  chapter’  s  first  social 
chairman,  and  thal  was  a  perfect  posi¬ 
tion  for  me"  recalls  Corrigan*  who 
also  served  as  vice-president  of  pledge 
education  her  senior  year. 

After  graduation,  Corrigan  contin¬ 
ued  to  follow  familial  footsteps  which, 
this  time,  ted  overseas.  "My  older 
brother,  GT.  had  traveled  to  Australia 
and,  when  1  saw  his  pictures  of  Fiji 
and  New  Zealand,  I  knew  I  wanted  to 
see  the  same  places,”  she  says, 
Corrigun  worked  two  years  for  United 
Way;  bankrolled  $2h&00,  and  spent  the 
next  thirteen  months  working  and  trav- 
cling  throughout  Australia  and  Nepal 
with  Theta  sister  Tracy  Tuttle. 

’The  experience  totally  cracked  open 
my  mindset."  Corrigan  recalls,  “E  went 
from  thinking  my  choices  were  whether 
to  live  in  Baltimore  or  Philadelphia  to 
considering  whether  or  not  I  should 
continue  to  be  an  American, 

'1  could  talk  all  I  wanted  about  how 
we're  just  a  liny  part  of  a  huge  world 
but.  until  1  saw  it  for  myself,  the  words 
were  completely  empty," 

Returning  to  her  position  with 
United  Way.  which  she  held  for  a  total 
of  ten  years,  was  broadening  as  well, 
"United  Way  completely  solidified  my 
world  view,"  Corrigan  says.  “Once 
you've  worked  in  that  world,  and  on 
behalf  of  under-served  populations,  it's 
never  lost  on  you. 

"At  tile  same  time,  ulie  experience! 
has  created  a  Ini  of  internal  conflict*” 

4ie  adds.  4Tm  constantly  questioning 
how  much  tmy  husband j  Ed  and  I 
should  give  away*  or  whether  we’re 
showing  our  daughters  enough  of  the 
world,  Asa  couple,  we  vacillate 
between  being  very  strategic  uboul  our 
contributions  and  simply  writing  cheeks. 

"When  you  internalize  the  fact  that 
out  of  six  billion  people  in  the  world, 
you’re  in  the  very  top,  iL  creates  a  lot 
of  questions”

Questions  til  an  entirely  different 
nature  first  punctuated  Corrigan's  life 
on  August  2,  2004 — ihe  day  she  dis¬ 
covered,  quite  by  accident,  a  I  urge 
lump  in  her  left  breast.  She  recounts  in 
Tin-  MitliUe  Place'  "When  Edward  is 
away,  t  often  find  that  I've  been  talked

into  the  tub  so  ihe  girls  can  pour  loo 
much  sham] wo  on  my  bushy  brown 
hair.  This  night  is  such  a  night,  except 
on  ibis  night,  as  l  brush  past  my  hreasl 
to  gel  some  soap  out  of  my  eyes,  1 
think  1  feel  something  hard,  just  there, 
under  the  skim,  i  touch  il  once,  press’ 
ing  lightly  with  the  open  palm  of  my 
hand,  and  then,  alter  a  flash  os'  shock 
passes  through  me,  I  force  nil  full 
attention  [o  bathing  the  girls. 

"As  I  dry  myself  off.  E  know  I  have 
to  touch  it  again,  just  to  be  sure  I'm 
wrong.  But  Fm  not  and  so  I  stun  mov¬ 
ing  at  u  manic  pace,  directing  ihe  girls 
in  that  weird,  strained  way  mothers  do 
in  movies  when  they  find  out  a  bomb 
is  about  lo  go  off  in  their  basement, 
right  below  where  their  children  are 
blilhely  playing  with  their  Legos." 

By  the  end  of  that  week,  a  mammo¬ 
gram  and  biopsy  gave  unsettling 
answers:  The  seven -ecu  lime  ter  mass 
was  cancerous,  Corrigan,  mother  of 
Georgia,  then  three  years  old,  and 
Claire,  then  eighteen  months,  faced  sis 
months  of  chemotherapy,  surgery,  radi¬ 
ation,  and  hormone  therapy. 

Corrigan  documented  <he  regimen 
through  words  and  photos  and,  as 
treatment  progressed,  so  did  her  desire 
to  share  with  others,  "I  was  lying  in 
bed  and,  all  of  the  sudden.  E  opened 
my  eyes  and  knew  exactly  what  I'd  do 
with  all  my  photos — pui  them  where 
they’d  he  available  to  everyone,”  she 
recalls,  'The  web  is  so  egalitarian  and. 
if  a  site  is  useful,  people  will  lit  id  it.’* 
Corrigan’s  website,  www.circusof- 
cancer.org.  currently  draws  about 
6,000  new  visitors  every  month,  and 
feedback  is  overwhelming. 

"People  with  cancer  love  the  name, 
because  the  experience  is  like  a  cir¬ 


cus,"  she  says,  referring  to  the  web- 
site's  moniker,  "There's  a  performance 
element,  a  life  sand -death  element,  and 
a  strange  land  element.  Things  look 
different  from  outside  the  Lhig  lop.'  but 
once  you  step  inside,  everything 
changes. 

“These  analogies  ring  true  with  can¬ 
cer  patients.” 

The  Cireusofcaueer  website  also 
imparts  a  kes  message  from  Corrigan: 
Gel  involved  in  others'  crises.  Web¬ 
page  verbiage,  which  describes  il  as  a 
"...  how-to  site  to  help  you  step  rigltl 
up  when  your  friend  has  breast  can¬ 
cer*”  makes  her  mission  crystal  clear, 

"What  changed  (my  experience) 
from  terrifying  and  lonely  to  a  warm, 
lender,  and  memorable  time  were 
friends  and  family,"  says  Corrigan. 
"While  I  really  believe  in  medications, 
and  witnessed  some  amazing  medical 
I  cals,  the  qualitative  difference  is  that  1 
look  back  on  those  six  months  as  a 
lovely  time — a  time  that,  frankly.  I'd 
rather  have  had  than  not. 

“It  was  great  to  see  such  a  compas¬ 
sionate  side  to  people.  I  had  only  been 
married  lour  years  und.  to  see  my  mar¬ 
riage  go  through  ihis  proved  that  I 
married  a  very  good  guy.  And  l tint's  a 
nice  tiling  to  know.” 

Corrigan  next  Weaved  marriage, 
motherhood,  childhood,  friendships, 
and  her  cancer  experience  into  The 
Middle  Place,  a  book  she  began  writing 
toward  the  end  of  treatment,  and  which 
was  launched  by  her  father’s  bladder 
cancer  diagnosis  in  November  2004. 

"Unlike  the  website.  I  didn't  have 
an  agenda  with  the  book,"  she  recalls. 
"I  just  startled  writing  stories  from  my 
childhood  and,  ultimately,  hoped  to 
have  something  I  could  hand  lo  my 
dad  and  be  proud  of." 

Others,  however,  had  grander  plans. 
Through  a  series  of  eon  nee  t  ions,  starl¬ 
ing  with  her  sister-in-law,  Phoebe, 
Corrigan's  stories  landed  with  a  pub¬ 
lishing  agent  who  expressed  strong 
interest. 

"After  that,  I  made  a  rule  thal  I  had 
to  sit  in  a  choir  and  write  for  four  hours, 
three  times  a  week,"  says  Corrigan,  who 
also  holds  :l  masters  degree  in  English 
Literature  from  San  Francisco  Slate 
University.  Td  drop  l he  girls  ai 
preschool,  go  lo  a  nearby  cale,  and 
write.  I  realized  thal.  not  only  did  i  like 
ihe  feeling  of  ’having  written.'  I  also 
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Kelly  Corrigan  calls  that  sliver  of 
time  when  parenthood  and  child¬ 
hood  overlap  as  the  "...  richest, 
most  insightful  period  of  her  life" 
And  if  her  best-selling  book  is 
any  indication,  I  would  add  humor¬ 
ous,  honest,  inspiring,  and  libel¬ 
ing  to  her  list  of  descriptors. 

The  Middle  Place  is  Comganls 
story  aboul  growing  up  the  first 
time,  as  George  Corrigan's  only 
daughter,  and  the  second  lime, 
as  a  young  wife  and  mother  bal¬ 
ding  breasl  cancer  and  dealing 
wilh  her  faihefe  bladder  cancer 
diagnoses,  Chapters  stuff  from 
girlhood  to  adulthood,  and  are  packed  with 
anecdotes  that  can  draw  laughter  and  tears  in  the  span  o\  a  page. 

And  although  many  memories  and  realities  are  uniquely  hers, 
there's  a  universality  to  this  book  as  well— something  for  every 
reader  of  Corrigan's  approximate  vintage  lo  own.  I.  for  instance, 
could  picture  myself  in  her  prom  dress: ‘The  winner  was  a  Gunne 


Sax  knockoff  lhai  borrowed  some  of  its  style  tram  the  Puritans  and 
the  rest  from  the  Victorians."  Descriptions  of  her  relatively  no-non- 
sense  molher  rang  true  as  well:  “  ...when  my  mom  took  a  stand, 
which  she  often  did,  I  don't  remember  her  ever  backing  down,  Her 
fortitude  looks  like  love  to  me  now,  bul  al  the  lime,  I  was  sure  my 
mom  was  trying  to  ruin  my  liter 

At  the  heart  of  every  chapter  is  George  "Green ie’  Corrigan.  His 
humor,  easy  acceptance,  and  genuine  delight  in  God's  world  and 
those  who  inhabited  ft,  inspired  his  daughter's  interpretation:  1 
could  only  deduce  lhai  the  world  was  a  safe  place,  In  fact,  accord¬ 
ing  1o  my  dad.  the  world  was  beyond  safe— it  had  a  sense  of 
humor,  it  knew  your  name,  it  was  waiting  for  you." 

The  Middle  Place  speaks  to  every  woman  who  grew  up  as 
"daddy's  gin '  who  now  claims  rotes  as  wife,  mother,  sister,  or 
daughter:  and  who  relishes  the  small  moments,  as  well  as  the  glob¬ 
al  insights,  that  sprang  Irom  memories  and  intersecting  personas. 

And  white  you  can  easily  devour  it  in  a  single  read,  as  I  did.  The 
Middle  Place  is  also  a  beautifully  written  treat  you'll  want  to  re-visit 
in  portions.  Either  way,  by  ihe  last  page  you'll  feet  you've  made  two 
great  new  friends:  George  and  Kelly  Corrigan. 

You  can  bet  you'll  lind  yourself  rooting  for  them  as  well.

sis,  Corrigan  has  lived  simultaneously 
in — and  out — of  the  “big  tent” 

On  the  one  hand,  she  still  writes  a 
regular  column  for  the  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  published  hv  The  Bay  Area  News 
Group,  and  describes  herself  as  ”a 
worrier," 

“My  fear  of  cancer  waxes  and 
wanes.”  she  admits,  “My  prognosis  is 
that  i  have  a  fifteen  percent  chance  of 
recurrence  in  the  lirsl  live  years,  and 
I'm  three  years  into  it.  So  in  2010.  I'll 
feel  like  I  can  finally  exhale” 

Bill,  on  the  Hip  side,  hie  often 
resembles  a  three -ring  circus.  Between 
October  2t M h?  and  January  2008,  she's 
appeared  three  limes  on  N'llG's  Tothiy 
Shaw — once  wilh  her  father — holding 
her  own  with  Katie  Oniric,  Ann  Curry, 
and  Meredith  Viera,  And  in  addition  to 
Suit  Franc  iseu-area  newspapers,  her 
articles  have  appeared  in  publications 
including.

'1  love  the  speaking  engagements, 
because  they  give  me  an  opportunity  lo 
lie  useful,”  she  says.  "I'd  like  to  do 
even  more,” 

Corrigan  also  has  a  new  project 


underway— a  collection  of  essays  on 
faith.  'Tni  fascinated  by  faith  and  am 
focusing  on  stories  my  parents  told 
me,  os  well  as  stories  I'll  share  with 
my  daughters."  Corrigan  says.  “For 
example,  1  attended  my  lirsl  Bar 
Mil/vuh  as  a  teenager  and  decided,  for 
all  the  wrong  reasons,  that  I  wanted  to 
become  Jewish." 

The  best  stories,  however*  continue  to 
unfold  in  front  of  her  eyes.  She  calls  her 
Father  every  day.  and  returns  to  Wooded 
Lane  as  often  as  possible  to  visit.  And 
her  daughters  continually  charm  her 
with  glimpses  of  the  world  through  the 
eyes  of  a  live-  and  six-year-old. 

"I  watched  them  at  play  the  other 
day,  and  they  Were  trying  to  catch 
fairies.  They  made  little  houses  with 
twigs  and  cut  up  a  slice  of  bread  in 
small  pieces  and  wrapped  them  in  cel¬ 
lophane  to  make  fairy  bread.’'

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Taking  a  deeper  look  at  the  decision  to  dose  a  college  chapter  and 
how  alumnae  can  help  prevent  future  dosings 


Can  you  imagine  your  college 
experience  without  Theta?  The 
Fraternity  probably  played  a 
large  part  in  establish  ing  i he 
memories,  lessons,  and  friends 
along  the  path  that  lead  many  to 
adulthood. 

So  ii  goes  without  saying  dial 
when  the  decision  is  made  to 
close  a  chapter,  ii  is  never  easy, 
it  is  a  difficult  situation  for 
chapter  members,  but  it  is  also  a 
difficult  situation  for  Fraternity 
officers,  who  know  perhaps 
more  than  anyone  ihe  power  and 
value  Theta  can  have  in  a  mem¬ 
ber**  life.  But,  as  is  often  the 
case,  doing  what  is  best  is  not 
always  easy. 

The  Decision 

The  decision  to  close  a  chap¬ 
ter  is  not  made  due  to  one  year 
of  poor  recruitment  or  a  couple 
of  semester's  worth  of  lagging 
grades.  No,  i|  as  one  [fiat  is  made 
either  after  a  serious  risk  man¬ 
agement  issue  or  years  of  strug¬ 
gle  with  little  hope  of  recovery, 
explains  Amy  Hayner  Kates,  Alpha 
Phi/Tulane.  Fraternity  vice-president 
college. 

Thinking  in  the  short  'term,  keeping 
struggling  chapters  around  may  not 
seem  to  be  a  big  deal.  Docs  it  really 
hurt  the  Fraternity  to  allow  this  one 
chapter  to  sustain,  although  Feebly? 
Yes.  because  over  time,  those  individ¬ 
ual  struggling  or  risky  chapters  can  put 
the  Fraternity  at  jeopardy,  financially, 
legally,  and  spiritually. 

Beyond  that,  l he  risk  management 
issues  and  substandard  GPAs  that 
haunt  many  weak  chapters  will  dam¬ 
age  the  potentiality  of  the  collegians, 
which  defeats  Theta's  very  Founding 
principles  of  social,  intellectual,  and 


moral  growth. 

Kliminating  struggling  chapters 
could  be  compared  to  pruning  a  (ree. 
LLarly  in  its  life,  this  maintenance  helps 
to  establish  the  young  tree’s  structure 
and  foundation.  Theta  was  born  of  a 
desire  to  foster  the  development  of  col¬ 
legians  into  well-rounded,  intelligent 
women,  .mJ  the  founders  were  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  that  end.  This  is  why  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  Fraternity  is  so  strong. 

But  as  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  matures 
and  evolves  generation  after  genera¬ 
tion.  it  has  a  responsibility  to  maintain 
the  foundation  on  which  it  set.  By 
removing  unhealthy  branches,  the  rest 
of  the  tree  is  protected.  And  often,  over 
time,  a  newer,  stronger  branch  will 


grow  from  where  the  limb  was 
removed,  linding  the  negative 
stigma  around  a  chapter  w  ill 
allow  for  healing  both  for  the  col¬ 
legians  and  the  Fraternity,  arid 
when  this  healing  is  over,  the 
Fraternity  is  allowed  a  fresh  rtarl. 

The  Procedure 

When  a  college  chapter  closes, 
a  sense  of  loss  permeates  the 
Fraternity,  A  member  of  the 
Theta  family  has  been  lost,  and 
regardless  of  the  reasons  for  ihe 
closing,  everyone  feels  a  deep 
sadness.  While  each  college 
chapter  closing  is  unique,  there 
are  some  common  factors  that 
usually  contribute  to  a  chapter's 
demise. 

All  college  chapters  arc  men¬ 
tored  and  monitored  by  local 
alumnae  volunteers  and 
Fraternity  officers  and  staff,  who 
are  alert  to  any  changes  in  a 
chapter’s  \  lability.  Chapter  ‘‘vital 
signs”  include  chapter  si/e  (com¬ 
pared  to  other  groups  on  cam¬ 
pus  },  the  chapter’s  ability  to 
recruit  new  mem  hers  successfully  (tak¬ 
ing  quota  and  being  at  or  near 
Fan  he  I  Ionic  total}.  Financial  stability, 
condition  of  the  facility  til  applicable  I, 
risk  management  practices,  and  cam¬ 
pus  climate  (decrease  in  enrollment, 
change  in  attitude  toward  the  Greek 
system,  decrease  in  number  of  women 
participating  in  recruitment,  etc.). 
Chapters  deemed  to  he  at  risk 
receive  help  based  on  [fie  areas  thal 
show  'Ted  flags”  or  serious  concerns. 
Yet.  despite  concerted  efforts  by  both 
the  chapter  and  the  Fraternity,  some 
chapters  still  continue  to  struggle,  usu¬ 
ally  in  recruitment.  Low  membership 
numbers  impact  other  areas  of  chapter 


life  and  programming.  Scholarship  usu- 
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ally  suiters  since  the  chapter  cannot  be 
as  selective  in  membership  selection. 
Many  members  must  hold  more  than 
one  office.  The  chapter  must  constantly 
seek  now  members  through  continuous 
open  bidding/recruitmenl  [  COB/COR) 
when  other  groups  on  campus  are  Un¬ 
is  bed  with  recruitment.  The  chapter's 
li nances  also  .suffer,  and  its  budget  can¬ 
not  accommodate  social  events  or 
chapter  extras.  The  chapter  may  not  he 
able  to  fill  the  chapter  facility  and  meet 
their  payments  to  the  facility  corpora¬ 
tion. 

Saddest  of  all.  chapter  members 
become  burnt  out  from  the  burdens  of 
chapter  membership  and  responsibili¬ 
ties  and  find  that  membership  is  no 
longer  Cut  tilling  or  fun, 

The  Reaction 

When  Fraternity  officers  alert  colle¬ 
gians  and  alumnae  that  their  chapter  is 
closing,  their  responses  are  often  very 
different.  Collegians  are  aware  that 
problems  have  existed  or  that  an  Issue 
has  occurred,  and  therefore  in  a  way. 
they  expect,  or  at  least  understand,  the 
dosing. 

Alumnae  likely  have  a  wider  variety 
of  responses,  ranging  from  confusion, 
sadness,  relief,  indifference,  and.  often, 
anger.  Many  alumnae  believe  the  state 
of  the  current  chapter  is  consistent 
with  that  of  when  they  were  college 
members.  And  while  many  chapters  do 
sustain  over  lime,  the  reality  is.,  things 
change. 

Alumnae  often  do  not  realize  that 
sustaining  a  high  level  of  quality  lakes 
a  great  deal  of  dedication  on  the  part 
of  the  collegians  us  well  as  the  alum¬ 
nae.  "’The  Delta  Sigma  Chapter  went 
from  a  thriving  chapter  with  out  stand¬ 
ing  scholarship  and  high  membership 
numbers  to  the  smallest  chapter  at  Ball 
Stale  University  with  the  lowest  cumu¬ 
lative  GPA  in  a  matter  of  Five  years," 
Delta  Sigma  advisor  Molly  Meyer 
Corner.  Delta  Sig mu/Ball  Stale,  said. 
"This  is  greatly  due  to  the  fact  that 
they  did  not  have  a  full  advisory  board, 
and  they  did  not  have  a  Ini  of  alumnae 
support." 

The  New  Policy 

For  years,  alumnae  would  he  notified 
only  after  the  final  decision  had  been 
made  to  close  their  chapter  Fraternity 


officers  hegun  to  realize  that  one  of  the 
complaints  on  the  pari  of  many  alumnae 
was,  "If  you  had  told  me  my  chapter 
was  in  trouble,  I  would  have  done 
something  to  help.  Now  it  is  too  late,” 
This  is  an  extremely  valid  point,  says 
Kates,  If  a  more  proactive  approach  is 
taken  in  supporting  at-risk  chapters, 
then  those  chapters,  and  the  women's 
collegian  experience,  can  be  saved. 

A  more  recent  policy  involves  alert¬ 
ing  alumnae  early  into  a  chapter's 
struggle.  As  a  result,  many  alumnae 
have  rekindled  their  relationship  with 
Theta  and  saved  their  chapter's  legacy. 
"When  the  letter  went  out  to  all  Delta 
-Sigmas  about  the  status  of  the  chapter, 
we  mohili/cd.  Our  chapter  now  I  ills  the 
largest  advisory  hoard  on  campus  and 
has  formed  an  Alumnae  Connection 
Committee  to  lei  Delta  Sigmas  know 
what  is  going  on  in  the  chapter  and 
how  they  can  donate  their  lime  and 
efforts,"  Coiner  said.  "The  changes 
have  made  the  collegians  realize  that 
Theta  really  is  tor  a  file  time." 
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These  changes  are  being  fell 
Fraternity- wide  and  are  giving  national 
officers  ll  greater  hope  for  Theta's 
future.  "My  hope  is  that  alumnae  will 
stay  connected  so  they  are  aware  of 
issues  and  can  lend  support  not  only  to 
their  initiation  chapter,  but  to  a  college 
chapter  nearby,"  said  Mary  Ellen 
Kntsenda  Fitzslmonds,  Beta 
Kappa/Drake  Fraternity  vice-president 
alumnae.  "We  have  seen  this  new  noti- 
liculion  policy  do  wonders  for  chapters 
lhal  are  in  need  of  alumnae  support. 


1  hope  our  aluitmaC  wall  be  engaged 
before  we  reach  this  point,  even  if  it  is 
through  a  long-distance  relationship  of 
support  ." 

The  Future 

As  a  result  of  the  new  policy*  many 
alumnae  arc-  rediscovering  that  passing 
on  the  traditions  and  continuing 
Theta's  legacy  for  new  generations  is 
not  only  rewarding  for  the  collegians; 
it  is  fulfilling,  for  them  as  well.  "|the 
collegians  |  desperately  need  you."  said 
College  District  President  Jill 
McKenzie  Bailey.  Alpha  Omicron/ 
Oklahoma.  "I  have  found  that  working 
directly  with  the  collegians  is  one  of 
things  that  makes  Theta  such  a  won¬ 
derful  and  rewarding  experience." 

In  addition  to  strengthening  Them's 
college  chapters,  the  new  procedures 
are  also  strengthening  alumnae  chap¬ 
ters.  But  while  saving  a  college  chapter 
from  closing  is  preferred,  it  is  not 
always  possible. 

Vet  that  does  not  mean  alumnae  of 
closed  chapters  have  to  cut  lies  and 
abandon  their  relationship  with  the 
Fraternity.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  more 
important  than  ever  to  stay  true  to  the 
promises  made  tf>  Theta  ai  munition. 
There  arc  a  great  many  examples  of 
college  chapters  that  closed  and  reeolo 
in/cd  with  greater  strength;  their  alum¬ 
nae  kept  their  faith,  hope,  and  love  for 
the  Fraternity  and  were  successful  in 
rebuilding  their  chapter's  legacy. 

"Often times,  an  alruuna's  strongest 
connection  is  to  the  college  chapter  of 
initiation.  The  college  chapter  repre¬ 
sents  memories  of  the  beginning  of  the 
member's  Theta  for  a  lifetime  com¬ 
mitment."  Fkzsitnonds  said.  "As  alum¬ 
nae,  we  need  to  remember  that  our 
Fraternity  is  only  as  strong  as  the 
weakest  link," 

For  many  Thetas,  this  article  might 
now  strike  a  chord.  May  he  your  chap¬ 
ter  is  alive  and  well,  hut  it  is  often  a 
sense  of  complacency  that  prevents 
alumnae  front  seeking  a  deeper  rela¬ 
tionship  with  their  college  chapters. 
When  was  the  Iasi  time  you  lent  a 
hand?  You  know  the  impact  that  Theta 
made  in  your  life  for  your  four  years 
as  a  collegian.  Just  imagine  the  impact 
Theta  can  have  if  you  stay  true  to  your

Stephanie  Russell  Holz,  I  '/Butler,  completed  the  Miami  Marathon  in 
honor  ol  her  nephew,  JR  who  has  Angeiman  Syndrome. 


Being  ii  member  ol  Kappa  Alpha  Theta  in  the  Gamma  Chapter  at 
Butler  University  was  One  of  the  most  positive  experiences  in  my 
life.  Among  the  lessons  I  learned  that  I  curry  with  me  to  this  day  is 
that  the  best  thing  oik-  can  do  in  the  face  of  a  difficult  situation  is  to 
serve.  One  person  might  not  he  able  to  complete Ey  change  a  situa- 
lion,  hut  she  cun  do  her  best  to  make  things  a  little  brighter.  Theta's 
work  with  CASA  taught  me  this,  and  I  have  applied  it  throughout 
my  adult  life. 

After  living  a  somewhat  charmed  life,  my  family  was  faced  with 
a  serious  challenge.  My  dear  nephew,  John  Russell  iJR)  Grover  was 
diagnosed  with  Angel  man  Syndrome,  a  rare  genetic  disorder. 

Until  he  was  four  months  old,  JR  showed  no  signs  that  any  tiling 
was  wrong.  Then  he  started  having  seizure- like  episodes.  and-  -as 
lime  progressed — he  missed  every  milestone  that  a  healthy  child 
reaches,  After  several  misdiagnoses  and  three  years  of  physician  vis¬ 
its  and  consultations,  Angel  man  Syndrome  was  the  unde  si  red  ver 
diet.  Neither  I  nor  anyone  else  in  my  family  had  beard  of  this  disor¬ 
der,  and  the  more  research  we  did,  the  more  devastated  we  became. 

Angel  man  Syndrome  is  character  i/.ed  by  severe  developmental 
delays,  movement  or  balance  disorders,  lack  of  language,  seizures, 
deeping  and  ealiug  problems,  and  hyperactivity.  My  nephew  did 
nut  take  his  lust  unassisted  steps  until  he  was  three  years  old.  does 
not  speak,  has  problem  sleeping,  and  lakes  most  of  his  nourishment 
through  a  feeding  tube.  In  spite  of  all  this,  he  has  the  happiest  dis¬ 
position  of  any  child  I  have  ever  known.  He  brightens  l tic  lives  of 
all  those  around  him. 

Since  most  people  have  never  heard  or  it.  I  wanted  to  do  some¬ 
thing  to  help  build  awareness  of  Angel  man  Syndrome.  I  decided  to 
run  the  2tMJH  Miami  Marathon  in  JR’s  honor.  I,  along  with  my 
friend  Casey  Stevens,  completed  the  26.2  miles  while  raising  nearly 
S4.IMMJ  for  the  Angelmnn  Syndrome  Foundation.  We  wore  shins 
thill  sported  JR's  bright,  smiling  lace  and  thought  of  him  as  each 
step  pounded  the  pave  me  lit.  When  we  thought  we  couldn't  take  one 
more  step,  we  v  isuali/ed  ail  the  challenges  he  had  faced  and  obsta¬ 
cles  he  had  overcome  in  his  shod  life. 

Must  people  do  not  understand  the  metaphor  of  the  marathon. 
Until  you  have  completed  one,  you  have  no  idea  what  runs  through 
your  mind  during  those  grueling  hours.  It  is  truly  a  mental  battle. 

On  that  day  in  January,  from  l  he  moment  I  crossed  the  si  uni  tig 
line,  I  had  a  very  difficult  time.  During  the  subsequent  four  hours  and 
47  minutes,  I  thought  of  crying,  of  walking,  of  quitting.  Every  time 
one  of  those  thoughts  came  into  my  mind.  I  thought  of  JR.  I  thought 
ol’  him  getting  a  spinal  lap  wl ten  he  was  just  a  baby.  I  thought  of  all 
the  nights  he  had  spent  in  tile  hospital.  3  thought  of  the  braces  that 
irritate  his  feet,  1  thought  of  mv  sister  giving  him  medication  through 
his  feeding  lube.  These  arc  l  hi  ngs  that  JR  lias  no  control  over.  Asa 
healthy  adult,  1  am  capable  uf  doing  things  in  my  life  that  he  will 
nev  er  be  able  to  do.  This  is  what  kept  me  moving  forward.  I  could 
not  give  up:  however  painful.  1  had  to  continue  for  him.
